This order followed 
the breaking 
off of negotiations with 
the receiv­ 
ers for a franchise. 
This action of 
tne mayor was the result of an all- 
morning conference with the receiv­ 
ers behind closed doors that appear­ 
ed to be one of activity. 
In taking 
the 
action announced, 
Mayor Jost bids defiance to the fed­ 
eral court, which has treasured the 
company in a receivership

was extrem ely fastidious as to his per­

care. 
His boots, however, he could not find 
Here, there, everyw here, assisted by 
his jailer, h e looked for them to ne 
avail. 
“I am quite willing to be executed,’ 
said he to the jailer, afte r their fru it­ 
less search, “ but really I should be 
asham ed to go to th e guillotine with 
out m y boots. 
Nor do I w ilh to de 
fain this execution party,” he added, 
sm iling grim ly. 
“W ill it m ake any 
difference if m y execution is deferred 
until tom orrow ? 
By th a t tim e I shall 
probably succeed in finding my boots.’ 
“I don’t know th a t it will m atter 
particularly when you are guillotined,’ 
responded th e functionary, between 
w hom and Schlaberndorf th e re had ex­ 
isted a so rt of friendship.

dressed in his best, including the hoots 
th a t h ad been found, stood w aiting 
the sum m ons of the jailer to ta k e his 
place therein. 
M eantim e, how ever, a 
new* jailer had taken th e place of the 
old one, the la tte r him self having sud­ 
denly been displaced by reason of sus­ 
pected disloyalty to th e revolutionists, 
and Schlaberndorf’s n am e 
w as 
not 
."ailed th a t morning. 
Nor was it called 
th e next m orning, nor the H orning 
afte r th a t; nor, indeed, ever again. It 
was believed by all outside of his 
friends in the jail th a t he had perished 
on the m orning originally set for him. 
He rem ained in prison until the sway 
of R obespierre had ended. 
Then he 
regained his liberty, as did the re st of 
those prisoners whose heads had not 
fallen beneath the blood-stained ax.

| made by gun manufacturers to obtain 
walnut from tho United States for gun­ 
stocks, but the w'ood has invariably 
been found unsuitable for the high 
class guns, and it has not heretofore 
been used for guns of poor quality.

It Is said, how­ 
ever, that the last tree suitable for 
gunstocks in Italy has apparently been 
cut, so that the supply is now French, 
hut the prices for the French walnut 
are going up so high that they may 
within a few years become prohibitive. 
The French walnut is now' particular­ 
ly in demand for veneering purposes, 
it being found more profitable, as a 
rule, to cut It for veneer than to se 
it for gunstocks. Thus it is quite Ii 
Iv that a situation w ill develop wh 
American walnut gunstocks will b 
demand.

Pries in Egypt is that of a roll of 
papyrus in an excellent state of pres- 
emotion and dating from

I<1-0 B. C. 
The roll has a long title, 
part of which reads, “Instructions to 
enable one to know the Dark Things,” 
and the gist of It suggests that the 
Egyptians were good at mathematics. 
\\ ithout dor.nt the Egyptians of that 
time possessed a knowledge of the 
i 
moots, of arithmetic. Numerous ex­ 
amples demonstrate that, their prin 
final Operations with integrals and 
fractions were by means of addition 
and multiplication; but 
subtraction 
UJid division were not known in their 
present form. 
However, by a longer 
and more fnvnlved process they ar­ 
rived at results pretty accurately. 
In 
the papyrus are found equations, for 
example: “T en measures of barley are 
divided between ten persons in such 
a “way that each succeeding person 
receives an eighth less than the per­ 
son immediately preceding him. What 
proportion does each one get?” 
An­ 
other problem is: “There are seven 
men, each one of which has seven 
cats; each cat has eaten seven rats; 
each rat has eaten, seven grains of 
barley; each grain of barley must 
have produced seven 
measures of 
grain. 
How much grain has been 
lost?” The papyrus contains also the 
calculation as to the arca of a circle, 
the quadrature of a circle, and the 
cubic measurement of the pyramids.—

and that this particular baron had 
brought his poverty on himself by his 
improvident marriage.

I lines in this state, according to a re­ 
port made yesterday to the Missouri 
railroad and warehouse commission 
by General Manager J. W. Higgins, 
of that company. 
The report was made after an in­ 
spection trip over the .Missouri P ad 
fic-lron .Mountain lines by TI. R. Ogles­ 
by, John A. Knott 
and 
Frank 
A. 
Wightman of the commission, whose 
recommendations were made to the 
I railway officials. 
I 
The 
track 
improvements already 
contracted for provide for 90 and IOO 
pound rails for all the lines and the 
I widening of the roadbeds and cuts, 
as well as the reballasting 
of 
the 
lines. 
In making ais report on the condi­ 
tion of the lines, General Manager 
Higgins said: 
“The Missouri 
Pacific-Iron 
Moun­ 
tain has expended several million dol­ 
lars in new equipment, and is ex­ 
pending at the present time very close 
to $3,000,000 for new', heavy, steel 
rails weighing 90 and IOO pounds to 
the yard, and in widening cuts and 
embankments 
and 
reballasting 
its 
lines. 
“The money has been appropriated 
arid work is in progress of widening 
the embankments, cuts, rebnllasting 
and laying the entire main line of the 
Iron Mountain from St. Louis to Tex­ 
arkana, Ark., the end of the road, 
where connection is made with the 
Texas lines of other roads. 
W h e n ­ 
ever there is any steel rail of less 
than 85 pounds, it will lie replaced by 
90 and 100-pound rails. 
“The same work is in progress be­ 
tween St. Louts and Kansas City and 
out to Pueblo, Colo., and also on the 
lines in Missouri from Pleasant Hill 
lo Joplin; Kansas 
City 
to 
Martin 
City, Mo., and from Cartilage down 
Hie White River division in Arkan­ 
san. 
“Tracks between Paid Knob, Arle., 
and Memphis, Tenn., are to undergo 
the same treatment, and also the Hot 
Springs division from Hot S prngs to 
Penton. Ark., where it connects with 
tho main line. 
“The steel rails ordered by the 
company for this work $960,0^0 and 
no rails of less than ninety pounds in 
weight are to lie laid. 
“Also $905,123 is lieing expended on 
the Iron Mountain division of the road 
for widening the banks and cuts and 
reballasting the line, and $900,190 on 
the Missouri Pacific for the same pur­ 
poses. 
These expenditures total up 
$2,825,313, a n i they comprise only the 
work that has already been absolutely 
ordered and is now' tinder way. 
"Later on other improvements are 
to be made on the lines. 
The work 
on the racks was begun April 1 on 
some of the lines in Missouri and is 
tieing pushed on all of the tracks just 
as soon as the frost leaves the ground 
and the water gets off sufficiently to 
permit the earth to dry. 
All of this 
work is to be done the present sea­ 
son and to be finished by early fall.”

He urged the absolute necessity 
of the enactment or an ordinance pro­ 
viding for ni' k and food inspection 
here as a means of enforcing cleanli­ 
ness in the dairies, and insisted that 
all cows furnishing milk to the public 
should be tested for possible infection 
with tuberculosis as a means of in­ 
suring against contagion of the dread­ 
ed “white plague.” 


Dr. Cutler was followed by Dr. T. 


E. White, who had formerly served as 
milk inspector here, and the latter 
corroborated what Dr. Cutler had said 
with reference to the necessity of re­ 
quiring a certain standard of health 
and cleanliness on the part of the 
retail dairies. 
At the conclusion of the speaking it 
was announced that Mr. W. W. Bar­ 
rett would serve as toastmaster of 
the next luncheon, to be held a week 
hence, and if any change wras made in 
the location it would be announced in 
the papers.
